restaurant does not open for business until the dinner hour, pro- 
ductivity prior to that hour is especially indicated relative to 
hoodlum meets and conversations. Eestaurant currently closed 
for, summer but hoodlum ‘“neets” continue there. 

Importance of case and subject: 
JOSEPH FISCHETTI, cousin of the Late ALPHONSE CAPONE, is a close 
associate of many racket figures and has been described as Miami 
“greeter” for visiting hoodlums. He is a close associate of

In connection with the Anti-Racketeering 
investigation of JOSEPH FISCHETTI, aka., Miami installed b2 
an electronics eavesdropping device in Puccini's Restaurant, 


FE Street, Miami, Florida, which vas designated 


In 3/62, the source for several days reported 
excitement in the restaurant to the extent that SINATRA 
was expected to dine at Puccini's. The log for 3/26/62 
shows that SINATRA came to the restaurant for dinner with 
JOE FISCHETTI. The source reported general conversation 
by employees indicating SINATRA was in the establishment 
and was reportedly returning to Los Angeles, but anticipating 
trouble as the airport was fogged in. 


Although 3 surveillance of Puccini's Restaurant 
on the said night disclosed that he did arrive and depart 
with JOE FISCHETTI, SINATRA was not monitored at any time, 
nor were any known conversations heard at which he was present. 
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Due to the lateness of the hour, surveilling Agents did not 
enter the restaurant, but it ean be assumed the table at 
which SINATRA, FISCHETTI and guests ate was not in the 
presence of the electronic eavesdropping device. 


For the information of the Bureau, two copies 


of the surveillance log on 3/26/62 are enci and the 
Agent executing the log, has advised 
that with reference to the entry & z p.m. on 3/26/62, 


he did not at any time hear the voice of SINATRA, 
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
